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Reclamation of the Zuyder- 

Zee- 



From the Hullotln of the Durean of Agriculture. 

The reclamation of tho Zuyder-Zeo 
hits long ^been contemplated by tho 
Dutch people and Government, in 
whom tho hereditary instinct of con- 
quest from the sea still survives. At 
tho lato session of the legislative body 
an appropriation was made for sound- 
ago and survey. It is now proposed 
to roclaiui about half tho surface of 
the inlet designated as tho Zuyder- 
Zeo by some geographers.or tho whole 
of it according to others. An enorm- 
ous dike, -il) kilometers or 24.85 miles 
long, is to be constructed from Kam- 
pen,near tho mouth of tho Yo .el River 
on the eastern shore, to Enkuuizel, on 
tho western shoro. The dike is to bo 
23 feet above the water surface, with 
an upper parapet 10 L feet high ami 10 
feet wide on the top, sloping down to 
an exterior berme or bench 10 feet wide 
and feet above the water. Au in- 
terior berme will serve first as a tow- 
path to a canal, and afterwards as a 
track for a railway after tho reclama- 
tion shall been have linished.Tho dike 
will cost 53,000,001) francs, or over 
|10,50t),00U, and tho ontiro expense of 
the whole work is estimated at 180,- 
000,000 florins, or $87,120,000, allow- 
ing a value of one-tenth of a British 
pound Bterling for each liorin.Tho area 
embraced in the project io about 481,- 
864 acres, of which 46,950 acres will 
be needed for highways, canals, basins, 
&c. The remainder, 434,914 acres, 
will represent tho amount of land dis 
posable at a cost of about $200 per 
acre. Last November, the Govern- 
ment sold 875 acres of land reclaimed 
from Wykermeor, at an average of 
$1,051 per acre. At this rato per acre 
the National Treaaury would receive a 
prompt reimbursement of tho expense 
with a surplus of 100 per cent, or a 
clear profit of $370,000,000. This, 
however, is somewhat excessive, but 
the surplus could scarcely bo less than 
$200,000,000. There is a difference 
of opinion as to tho time necessary to 
complete the work, the estimates vary- 
ing from twelve to sixteen years. The 
averago depth of the Zuydor-Zeo is 
stated at 4| meters, or about lif foot, 
and the total volume of water to be 
detained at over 7,500,000,000 cubic 
yards. A steam machinery of less 
than 10,000 horse power could expel 
the water within tho embankments 
within two years. Tho new province 
of Zuydor-Zee will be tho tenth pro- 
vince of tho kingdom, and will cover 
an area of 753 square miles, a littlo 
less ^than two averago counties of 
Ohio. It will constitute about one 
18th of the surface of Holland. It 
will be a welcome addition to tho 
productive area of this industrious 
kingdom, and will add greatly to 
tho national wealth and resources, 



The Iron Duke 



The British Iron-Clad Iron Dnuo In 
Position of the Moat Imminent Danger.

London, Nov. 21. 
The "Daily News" special reports 
rtt> follows: Her Majesty's ship Iron 
Duke, of Vanguard collision notoriety, 
was almost lost yesterday when she 
was threo miles outside of Plymouth 
for a trial of her machinery. 

A SUDDEN DISASTER. 

Suddenly largo volumes of water 
rushed into tho vessel, covering, in the 
Bpaco of a quarter of an hour, the 
stockholo plates and lower parts of tho 
enginea. Tho water gained on the 
pumps momentarily. 

A. SIGNAL OF DISTRESS. 

A signal of distress — " Wo aro sink- 
ing!" —was kept flying during a space 
of ton minutqs. The signal was per- 
ceived by tho crew of tho flagship 
Black Prince, and tho commander of 
tho ship signalled to tho dockyard for 
aasistauco. 

THE CAUSE OF TUE DANGER. 

"Before tho tugs from tho dockyard 
arrived at tho Bide of tho Iron Dulco, 
it was discovered that tho main sluico 
of tho ship had boon loft open from 
sorao cause not yet explained. 

THE REMEDY— JUST IN TIME. 

The artificer of tho vessel, moving 
with tho water up to his nock, closod 
tho sluico. Had ho waited a few minu- 
tes later this would havo boon impos- 
sible. When tho water was at its high- 
est point insido of the Iron Duko, she 
bogan to heel precisely as tho Van- 
guard did when placed in a condition 
of almost niaiilarporil. 



U. S. Naval Activity. 

Intimidation of Enjrlsmd Thought to bs 
Intended— Auurdlty of the Notion, 



j By telegraph to the Now York Tribuuo.J 

Washington, Nov. 24. — The latest 
conjecturo in regard to tho mysterious 
activity of the Navy Department, ]unt 
at this time, is that the President is 
preparing to communicate to Groat 
Britain a peremptory refusal to pay 
somo exorbitant sum of money which 
is dsruauded by Canada for fishing 
priviledges accorded to tho citizens of 
tho United Statos by tho Treaty of 
Washington. Tho absurdity of such 
a report ao this it shown by a simplo 
reading of tho 22nd Article of the 
troaty, which does not provide for 
tho presentation of any claims to the 
United States Government, but to a 
Commission which has not yet been 
appoin :od. Tho most that the British 
Government could do would ho to 
urge upon tho President tho speedy 
appointment of a Commissioner to ro- 
piesont the Unitod States, and it is 
not at all likloy that our Government 
would refuse to do this without good 
excuse. In fact, from an unofficial 
point of view, it is impossible to see 
why Canada should be any more anxi- 
ous than the United Statos for tho 
award of a commission, since all avail- 
able statistics lead to tho conclusion 
that Canadian fisherman have been 
much more benefited dy having a free 
market in tho United States for tho 
salo of tho produce of their fisheries 
than those of tho Unitod States by 
admission to the in-shoro fisheries of 
tho Dominion.

"There is ttomotiiiiif? Rotten in 
Denmark l'i 

l'or tho past tbroo years -wo have fre- 
quently bad oooasiou to refer in terms 
far from complimentary to tho drydook 
aoliemo of the Government. Wo know 
that in doing so wo deeply wounded tho 
sensibilities of bouio of our Esqnimalt 
friends, whose good opinion we prizo 
very highly, and whose lot being cast at 
the Naval Station of tho North Pacific 
naturally resented any remarks which 
thoy conceived might effect an interest 
almost as dear to thorn as life itself. It 
. would bo useless for us to plond that in 
. poiuttng out tho weak spots in tho scheme 
we really sought to place it on a sound, 
enduring and practicable basis. Wo 
therefore shall entor no such ploa. Wo 
only ask to have our prediction submit- 
ted to tho verdict of results. When Mr. 
BoCosiuos returned from England wo 
spoko of his drydook mission as a fiasco. 
Whon Mr. Walkeni returned with (meta- 
phorically speaking) the drydock in his 
pocket, wo told tho people that tho wholo 
affair was a "big joke." We now beg 
most distinctly to ho allowed to withdraw 
.' both those assertions. Wo neither rogard 
the Government scheme ana fiasco nor as a 
' '"big joke, "and wo were as entirely wrong 
when we so characterized them as if we 
had called a deep tragedy a ridiculous 
faroo. "An honest confession" is said to 
be "good for tho soul;" and while ac- 
knowledging our error and seeking to 
withdraw the offonsivo terms, wo have no 
hesitation ij pronouncing tho two mis 
sions and the wholo aoliemo to bo IM 
MENcJE FRAUDS on tho public. 
It has becomo apparent to everyone 
oven Esqnimalt residents— that if tho 
Government really intended to go on 
with tho work they would have pressed 
; ' the cofferdam contractors— as thoy have 
pressed other contractors — to commence 
operations months ago. In the Houso 
last spring, tho Attorney General pro- 
. mised to havo 500 men at work on tho 
" - drydock by August. Well, wo havo pass 
ed tho middloof December, and although 
jho contract for building a cofferdam was 
let on the 18th day of August, the first 
man of the 500 haB not yet put in an ap- 
pearance. What is tho country to think 
when thoy axe told that tho four months 
which have been allowed to slip away 
without an attempt being made* to ad- 
vance their interests have been passed in 
trying to dispose of tho contract at Lon 
don to tho firm of experienced ongineors 
who were mysteriously allowed to come 
within §200 or_$300 of the successful 
tenderers? If tho Victoria bid was bona 
fide, why were not tho contractors com 
polled— as contractors on other works 
havo been compelled — to begin opera- 
. tions there some months ago? . The 
'Governinent were well awaro that, "work 
or play," the charges of Messrs. Kinipplo 
& Morris were running on and muBt be 
met. They knew that Mr. Bennett's $190 
a month bad been a charge against the 
Treasury since July last. They were 
equally well awore that through tho de- 
fault of the contractors expenses and 
onarges were acoumulaling, and it waB 
their duty to have insisted on the work 
being prosecuted or to have forfeited 
the bonds. Instead of doing tboir duty 
in this respect, as they would have done 
towurds almost any other firm, thoy dis- 
play an apathy wbioh would hove been 
censurable in any case, but in the instance 
tinder disouesion smacks strongly of oor- 
. ruption. Messrs. Hayward A Jenkia 
agreed to construct the cofferdam for 
sum of $59,479. Instead of making an 
earnest effort to perform the work, we 
find them in the London market in the 
eboraoter of speculators, trafficking with 
Reed Bros, k Co. for the sale Of the eon 
tract. The negotiation! extend over four 
xnonths-a period of infinite valne to the 
people of this Province, who seem to have 
seen forced to drain the oup of disap 
pointmont to its very dregs through no 
fault of their own. At the end of the 
four months we are told that a sale of the 
contract litis been effected, and that an 
ngent of tho London firm is on tho way 
to Consummate the purchase! It is unno 
cesBary for us to inform the intelligent 
render that tho Government must have 
been a party to tho transfer or it could 
not have been made; must have eouuived 
at tho delay or it could not have occurred; 
must have shown gross favoritism 
worse) or tho dam would have b 
now well underweigh. Tho v. '.lulo 
transaction boars upon its tftcii the 
jrnprint of immorality— the cviiU'Uco of 
fraud, the disastrous effects of which, un 
less the officials who havo boon parties to 
it can bo brought to punishment, must 
be borne by the country nt largo. We 
shall be glad, indeed, for tho credit of tho 
" Province, and for tho sake of tho charm: 
ter of its public mon, to find that tho 
Governntout can clear its skirts of com 
plieity in a proceeding which lias al- 
lowed an important public work tp bo 
delayed for a period of four months 
wTiiJe tho contractors were permitted to 
hawk their contract though tho streets of 
London for sale. Tho case seems too 
Strong, however, and wo cannot discover 
how officials can escape the consequen- 
. ces by an act which, had the country 
sn'staincd tho Government by the return 
to tho House of their paid tools in place 
of honest fearle is, independent men de- 
termined to institute a rigid investigation 
into overy suspicious circumstance con- 
nected Kith the Government of tho conn 
try, would novor havo seen tho light of

Saturday, Dec. 18th. 
Yesterday nt tho Police Court Captain 
Mills of tho British ship Valbaraiso np- 
pearod in answer to a summons; issuod at 
tho iuatauco of dipt. Nagle, Harbormas- 
ter, charging him with neglecting to koop 
a clour light burning on hia vessel, at an- 
chor in Esquirnalt harbor, between tho 
hours of Bunsot of tho Oth and davbrouk 
of tho 10th instant. 

It will bo remembered that tho steam- 
ship Dakota with a large number of pas- 
sengers on board narrowly escapod colli- 
sion with the vessel, in passing into tho 
harbor on her last trip from 8an Fran- 
cisco, and but for a good lookout kept on 
board tho steamship a disaster would 
havo boen iuovitablo. 

Mr. Drake (Drake & Jackson) who ap- 
peared for tho defendant requested Capt. 
Nagle to prove the rules uudor which ho 
was acting. 
' - Tho plaintiff replied that ho had no 
proof to offer, other than to stato that tho 
rulos ho was guided by woro forwardod to 
him from Ottawa. 

Mr. Drake submitted that tho rulos of 
themselves were insufficient, there must 
bo noino proof of their having been pass- 
ed or at least a copy issued by the Queen's 
printormust be produced. He would a^k 
his honor to note his objection. 

Capt. Nagle said ho hud no ovidenco to 
call in support of his charge, lie had 
merely laid tho information in his official 
capacity on a complaint having been 
made to him, and the one witness ho 
■ would have called had left on board tho 
steamer Salvador; anyhow ho did not, do- 
■ire to press the charge, ho only wished 
toprovonta recurrence of tho alleged 
negluct. For all ho knew personally thero 
might havo been 50 lights on board tho 
Tosscl, but tho complaint mado to him 
Btatod that thero was not ono. H.9 had 
no ovidenco whatever to call. 

His Honor ruled that as there were no 
witnesses for tho prosecution ho had no 
course left but to dismiss tho summons. 

Mr. Drake applied for costs, which were 
granted and tho summons r»as dismiss- 
ed. 

Billy, a Squamish Indian, was then 
oharged with stealing :5 bottles of brandy 
and a quantity of clothing from Capt. 
Jimmy Jones. Tho prisoner was remand- 
ed until Monday (to-morrow.) 

William Parker, charged with deser- 
tion from tho ship Dovenby, was dis- 
charged, it boing shown that defendant 
had been admitted to Marine Hospital on 
or about the day tho desertion was alleg- 
ed to havo taken place. 

Oliver Blanchflold, charged with being 
a vagrant, was sentenced to three mouths 
imprisonment with hard labor.

Tho Canadian Paeiiic SLaii- 
road Indefinitely Post- 
poned. 

[Sau Franciaco Bulletln.J 
The Government of tho Dominion of 
Canada has evidently boon trifling with 
the provinco of British Columbia, over 
since the Aot of Confederation was con- 
summated. It required a good deal of 
coaxing on tho part of Canada, aud con- 
siderable proBsuro on the part of tho 
Imperial Govoruniont, to prov.ail on tho 
isolated Pacific provinco to relinquish its 
indopondenoc and submissively accept 
the yoko of tho Dominion. And its con- 
sent could not have been obtained on any 
othor condition than tho construction of 
a transcontinental railway, traversing the 
British North American possessions from 
ocean to oeoau, to bo completed within a 
speciliod timo. British Coliinibia.indeed, 
voryjimperativoly i jsisted on tla msortn n 
of a clause in tlio Articles of Confeder- 
ation dcclnring that work should actually 
bo commenced within two years after tho 
act of union wont into effect. The brunt 
of tho espouse was to be borne by tho 
Dominion Government, or, iu other words 
by tho eastern provinces. Their gain 
for tho contemplated outlay was a doubt- 
ful oneatbest. Fow disinterested peopio 
oould seo auything iu it boyond tho moro 
gratification of a questionable ambition 
for territorial aggrandisement. So far as 
British Columbia was concerned, without 
tho fulfilment of thu prima condition of 
tho bond of union, tbo relinquishment of 
its colonial independence was a positivo 
loss — a political disaster. 

None but enthusiasts, whoso oredulity 
overshadowed their reason, could have 
sincerely bolievod the Dominion Gov 

ernmont could iiffur,! to koop ,'alth with tho I'acillc 
province by carrying out bucIi a gigantic onterprlse. 
Neither ilid the country— an untenanted wilderness— 
require it; nor did tho necessities of Hritisli com.

came (or tho fulfilment of the initial obligation in 
tln> contract, fur it to provo delinquent— nothing ro.

Nor will it tak.- moat p...,- 
plo by surprise to loam of its determination novr to 
bsoJf nut uf every obligation it baa aaanmed, and dc.
